dt is the wish of the Church 
that wherever possible Benedic- 
tion of the Most Blessed Sacra- 
ment should be given on Sun- 
days and Holydays. In order 
that Benediction may be given 
more frequently, permission 
from the Bishop of the Diocese 
has to be received. In most 
churches of the United States 
Benediction is given on two ev- 
enings each week during Lent 
and during the month of.

» From Omek, November 18, came the news that the bodies five 
Grand Dukes had been found in @ well by Sgecho-Slovaks. The ¥ tims 
had been seized at Perm by the Bolsheviki, according to information given 
by the inhabitants, and were cast alive into a twenty-five-foot well. Hand 
grenades were then hurled down upon them to complete the barbarous 
work. 

Near the city where the Ex-Czar is reported to have been executed by 
Bolsheviki officials and. his bedy cast.into a mine, were also discovered the 
remains of sixty-five prominent citizens brutally slain and left uniguried in 
the forest. Everywhere innocent men and women were remorseless!y mur- 
dered in cold blood. Entire sections of streets, inhabited by the well-to-do, 
were marked out for wholésale massacre. Troops of unfortunates were 
cast into the waterw and drowned without mercy. 

Women who had been carried off were publicly sold into slavery in 
certain parts of the land. Provincial Soviets even passed a law making 
of all women over eighteen years of awe the property of the State, sub- 
ject to free love bureaus. Lust went hand in hand with violence. 

In the British House of Commons’ the Foreign Secretary declared, 
on November 18, that the déliberate policy of the Bolsheviki Government 
in Russia was to exterminate by starv: murder and wholesale execu- 
tion all persons’ who did not support its regime. 

Rights of property were obviously no more sacred than human life. 
Looting and confiscation were the order of the Debts were repu- 
diated and theft was the law of the land. Men were stripped of hat or 
coat in the open street, or shot if they refused to submit. Bolsheviki 
leaders went abroad to other lands, their portmanteaux bulging with 
millions of rubies. These enormous sums were deposited in banks of 
neutral countries, we are told, and lavtshiy used to carry on Bolsheviki 
propaganda. The purchase of the labor press or other papers was madc 
a prime object in order to stir up revolution throughout Europe. 

Thus it was that the firebrand kindled in Russia was flung from land 
to land, threatening to set on flames the entire structure of civilizetion. 

What is the obvious lesson? It is plain to all who have eyes to see. 

The cause of all this ruthlessness, this immorality and terrorism is 
to be found solely in the neglect of true religion, of its teachings and 
principles, first by the@ lasses of wealth and power, and then by the people 
as well. The oppressed becattie the oppressors. Unless the precepts of 
religion are observed by all classes alike, we cannot hope for genuine 
peace, prosperity and happiness in any land, no matter what may be its 
wealth, its power, or the seeming firmness of its structure. There is no
